Mike Fancher, El Don 
Editor-In-Chief received a 
2-1 margin victory in his 
bid for the Associated Stu- 
dents at Santa Ana College 
presidential race last Wed- 
nesday. 

Defeated candidate Paul Beid- 
ler collected 68 of the 219 votes 
cast. Fancher received 145 with 
six ballots counted as void. 

Run-off elections are being 
held today to fill the Senate seats 
not filled in Wednesday’s elec- 
tion. 

Vice - presidential candidate 
Lange Winckler comfortably sur- 
vived the last-minute challenge 
of write-in candidate Ann King. 
Winckler received 134 votes 


while holding Miss King to 14 
ballots. 

Fancher plans to establish: his 
cabinet of “enthusiastic individ- 
uals,” as soon as he takes office 
on January 31. 

“‘A student does not have to be 
a member of a clique or have 
previous experience in student 
government in order to work in 
the government next semester,”’ 
Fancher stated. ‘‘All they need is 
the willingness to devote time 
and energy to serving their fel- 
low students.” 

Students can sign up for Cabi- 
net and Senate positions immedi- 
ately in Adm. 7 or in Room B-3 
according to the newly elected 
president. 

Winckler plans to change the

Germany Beckons Students 
Seeking Travel, Money

Horst Jankowski’s popular re- 
cording of ‘‘A Walk in the Black 
Forest” will become reality for 
many American and Canadian 
students this summer. 


As participants in the Student 
Summer Jobs in Germany pro- 
gram co-ordinated by Liafthansa 
German Airlines, these * young 
people may take advantage of 
their opportunity to see the fab- 
led Schwartzwald of Western 
Germany. 

Some will be holding positions 
in various capacitiés in the area 
of the great Black Forest, while 
others may see the sylvan splen- 
dors as visitors on a holiday from 
their jobs in other parts of the 
Federal Republic of Western 
Germany. 

Perhaps you, too, might be in- 
terested in joining the program? 

If so, write or call: Lufthansa 
German Airlines, 510 W. 6th St., 
Los Angeles, California. Ask for 
the brochure and application 
forms. Soon afterward, a pack- 
age will arrive in the mail. The 
pamphlet inside will describe 
numerous conditions and posi- 
tions. 

Among the many occupations 
to be filled are such endeavors 
as agricultural assistants, hotel 
workers, and a wide variety of 
industrial callings. For those 
with the proper background of 
experience and German, limited 


possibilities exist in helping in 
hospitals, or, for the women stu- 
dents, child care. Construction 
projects are also numbered 
among the openings, as well as 
various forestry operations. 


However, the qualifications are 
rigid. At least a basic knowledge 
of conversational terms in Ger- 
man is necessary. Anyone who 
goes there must work at least 
two months, and travel arrange- 
ments are left to the discretion 
and expense of the traveler. 


While anyone desiring to go 
must have a passport, no visas or 
work permits are necessary. Tax- 


.es and social services are taken 


care of only on request. 


Money is, of course, an impor- 
tant angle to the question. Wages 
will be on the average lower than 
here, but living costs are also 
lower. Anyone applying must be 
18 or older at the time of em- 
ployment. 

Lufthansa is not actually spon- 
soring the program, but rather, 
implementing it here. All appli- 
cants will actually be handled 
through the West German Fed- 
eral Office of Employment. None 
of the positions offered will be 
connected with the airline. 


Campus sources of information 
rest mainly with the Internation- 
al Students Club or El Don. Any- 
one who wants to go should get 
their applications as soon as pos- 
sible, as deadline for submission 
is February 28, 1966.

1956: a 14-year-old lad deposits 
his Molotov cocktail in the air 
vent of a Russian tank and thus 
begins a drive to freedom. 

Joe Kraris, Hungarian freedom 
fighter, refugee and patriot, re- 
cently related his broken past to 
an El Don staff reporter. The 
Santa Ana College sophomore 
science major began his enchant- 
ing story behind a barricade built 
to defend Budapest against 80 
oncoming Russian tanks. “That 
old Czech rifle weighed almost 
as much as I did,’’ stated Kraris, 
“but I had no place to go anyway 
so I sat down and waited to die 
beside my brother.” 

As history dictates, the revolt 
was crushed. Once again Hungar- 
ian masses were surpressed be-

Across the fields and 
swamps they trudged for eight 
straight days. ‘‘We lived on what 
we could find,” asserted Kraris. 
“Five times we were captured 
and five times we were released. 
Once they put us before a firing 
squad only to call it off at the 
last minute. On the ninth day 
my brother carried me into free 
Austria, as I was too weak to 
walk.” 

After being bounced from one 
refugee camp to another the 
Kraris boys were drawn into a 
foreign placement program 
where they were asked to choose

Chief Justice Settles 
Wandering Spirit In SA\

From orphanage to waterfront, 
through the Korean War and 
around the world three times, 
the wandering spirit of Jack Mc- 
Cue has found a home in Santa 
Ana College’s philosophy halls. 

Presently the Supreme Court 
Chief Justic at SAC, McCue has 
attained full-time student status 
in carrying fifteen units; he 
maintains his own _ insurance 
agency and supports a family of 
four. 

McCue’s 36 years have carried 
him “from one crisis to another. 
My parents separated and were 
long gone when I was placed in 
an orphanage in Leavenworth, 
Kansas; from then on life was a 
series of runaways,” he noted. 


“During ages 12 through 15 
I'd run away periodically, be 
gone for a period (a month or 
two), and then they’d find me 
and send me back... at 15 they 
got tired of sending me back.” 

After the orphanage, McCue 
took up with San Francisco wat- 
erfront “hoods,” sleeping on 
docks, renting rooms when money 
was available, eating when food 
could be found. 

“At 16 I went to sea and spent 
the next six years in the Mer- 
chant Marine .. . traveling 
throughout the Caribbean, Af- 
rica, South America, Sweden, 
France, Japan and Iran — to 
mention a few.” 

McCue was in Java during the 
Dutch-Indo War. “Sukarno was a 
rebel in the hills then. I remem- 
ber malnutrition . . and how 
Sukarno would swoop down on 
Chinese villages and decapitate 
everyone.” 

So many things happened, he 


“said, that he. couldn’t begin to 


enumerate all of them. “I saw 
ships sink in storms; I went to 
presidents’ palaces all over the 
world and. spent three years as 
an admiral’s orderly.” 


McCue leads a comparatively 
docile life now, pursuing a phil- 
osophy major in his future aim 
“to teach philosophy in a smal 
junior college in the Sierra Ne- 
vadas.”

Interim JC District

Because voters in Orange Uni- 
fied School District refused to 
give a two-third majority to an 
$8 million bond issue, the forma- 
tion of a central county interim 
junior college district was de- 
feated. 

A decision on whether the 
same junior college plan should 
be resubmitted to the voters or a 
new plan drawn up will be de- 
cided by school officials after 
they complete an analysis of 
Tuesday’s defeat of the interim 
district. 

“IT am sure the interim dis- 
trict failure will be on the Gar- 
den Grove School Board’s agenda 
next Tuesday night and_ the 


- Orange School Board’s agenda 


next Thursday night so_the dis- 
trict failure can be discussed,” 
related Dr. John E. Johnson, SAC 
president. 

Johnson emphasized that only 
the Garden Grove and Orange 
school districts can recommend 
resubmission of the junior col- 
lege plan to the voters, and~this 
can only be done after submit- 
ting the vote recall proposal to 
the County Committee for their 
approval. 

If the two school boards sub- 
mit the same junior college plan 
to the county school officials, 


then all that is needed is their 
approval to set up a date for the 
interim district re-vote. But, if 
a new plan is recommended by 
the two school boards, then the > 
decision for a re-vote must be 
made by the State Board of Edu- 
cation after public hearings have 
been completed. 

“The earliest possible recall of 
the vote, if the same plan ig kept, 
would come in the June primar- 
ies,’’? stated Johnson. 

This would put the date for the 
second vote to form a larger cen- 
tral Orange County district well 
into the fall months of this year. 


In Tuesday’s election, Garden 
Grove Unified District voters 
provided a narrow margin for 
the bond issue, but not enough 
to overcome the Orange rejec- 
tion. 

The vote in the combined dis- 
tricts was 6,771 yes, 3,681 no, on 
the bond issue. 


Orange voters turned down the 
measure 2,566 yes, 1,654 no. 
Garden Grove approved the issue 
4,205 yes, 2,027 no. 


Formation of the district was 
approved by both district’s vot- 
ers, 6,979 yes, 3,399 no. Orange 
results were 2,668 yes, 1,503 no. 
Garden Grove’s were 4,311 yes, 
1,896 no. A simple majority was 
required in the formation vote.
